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1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 1-24 have been renumbered as 2-25. The Amendment filed 
9-16-08 contains two claim numbers 1. That is, previously presented claims 2-25 have 
been numbered 1-24 with original claim number 1 still the same. Therefore, the claim 1 
(second occurrence) has been renumbered as claim 2, with renumbering the rest of the 
claims accordingly.
